could comfortably live and perhaps a

No wonder that those of the toilers, 
who had done a long day’s work, being 
of ordinary human make, complained 
of the uniformity of compensation re- 
gardless of the time. And yet the 
Great Teacher gives this as the incus- 
trial rule, the payment system, of th> 
infinite householders, who employs «.¥- 
ery one of us to work on his world 
estate. No schedule of wages; no Ac- 
count of time. Into the divine plan of 
employing us and setting us all to 
work these two considerations, mras- 


ured time and graded pay, do not el- 


ter. Let us examine this matter a bit 
ccrefully ag the story spreads it befcre 
us. 

1. The wages. 
—a penny a day. 


Every man the same 
This latter, by the 
way, is not a correct translation, The 
money spoken of was not that piti- 
ful sum, a penny. It actually equalled 
14 cents of our coin, and On that sum, 
in that country in those days a family 


little more. It is no pittance then, but 
a living sum that this househdlder 
pays to each and all. Every one shall 
have his penny, i. e., his living, his 
fair existence. Now, many persons— 
a majority, perhaps—do not think 
much of existence unless they are 
somehow roundly paid or hired to ex- 
ist. They express no thanks that they 


are alive. To be sure they send quick- 
ly, and anxiously for the physician 
when anything dangerous’ happens, 


but their prevaling mood or mind and 
speech is that while it is well to be 
alive on sunshiny days, when in good 
health and in money-making times, 
still that it chiefly depends upon thes: 
adiuncts whether it is worth while to 
have been born. ‘Preachers in their 
sermons and prayers, and governors 
in their Thanksgiving pruclamations 
usually call upon the people to give 
thanks for the comfortable things, the 
things easy and pleasant. This all 
puts in the shade the penny a day of 
our own existence. which is God's 
greatest gift to man. 


Now. in the divine order, as I say, 
the one chief gift of God to man is the 
gift of being, i. e., gift of body, of in- 
tellect, of heart agd soul; gift of see- 
ing and knowing.the world; gift of 
ability to think. to reason and. to love; 
gift of natural and divine laws to gov- 
ern him—incarnated in his own na- 
ture—gift and pledge of divine Provi- 
dence to watch over him every step he 
takes—this comprehensive gift of be- 
ing with all it involves, assures and 
prophesies, is, I say again, one su- 
premely valuable thing we receive 
from our heavenly Creator.

Japan's Great Naval Victory. 

Shortly after noon on May 27 Japa- 
hese scouting vessels sighted the com- 
bined Russian fleets under Admiral 
Rojestvensky moving in double column 
rapidly into the strait which separates 
Korea and Japan. The news was pass- 
ed at once by wireless message to Ad- 
miral Togo, who had been waiting at 
the northern end of the strait behind 
Tsu island. The Japanese admiral sig- 
naled his fleet to “save the empire and 
to do their utmost” and then led the 
way into the eastern channel and took 
positions right across the path of the 
oncoming armada of the enemy. The 
Russians, fired 
the first shot. 
It did no vital 
damage and 
was answered 
by a broadside 
from Togo’s 
battleships and 
cruisers, which 
were. spread 
out fan shape 
across the chan- 
nel.

destroyed. Next day Admiral Rojest- 
vensky was captured while he was 
trying to escape on a destroyer. He 
was seriously wounded in the skull. 

Admiral Nebogatoff, in command of 
five Russian ships, was surrounded, 
and four of the ships made no resist- 
ance. Later reports claim that this 
was due to the mutiny of the crews. 
Rough estimates place the Russian 
losses at about 7,000 In addition to 
about 5,000 prisoners. Only two small 
ships of the entire Russian fleet reach- 
ed Vladivostok. The pecuniary loss 
was more than $75,000,000. Rear Ad- 
miral Voelkersam, who commanded the 
Russian battleship division, was killed 
by the first Japanese shell fired. 

Admiral Togo, on the other hand, re- 
ported a loss of only three torpedo 
boats of his whole fleet and about 500 
men killed and wounded. 

The most surprising thing about the 
battle itself was the insignificant loss 
by the Japanese fleet.

the joy of the Victorious nation and | 


intensifies the difficulties of the CZzar’s 
government. The summoning of a na- 
tional assembly by the czar was ex- 
pected daily. 

King Alfonso In Paris. 

King Alfonso of Spain arrived at 
Paris May 30 and was received by 
President Loubet and members of the 
cabinet. As the young king and his 
host, President Loubet, were leaving 
the opera in a carriage along the Rue 
de Rivoli on June 1 a bomb exploded in 
the street directly where they were to 
pass. A horse was killed “¥ several 
guardsmen were wounded. ne bomb 
thrower. was promptly arrested, but 
refused to give his. name. He was 
dressed as a workman and appeared to 
be about twenty years old. 

Latest Census of Russia. 

The state department has received an 
official census of Russia showing 1% 
population of 125,660,031. This com- 
prises thirty-seven tribes and nationali- 
ties. The total number of inhabitants 
flassified as Russians is 83,933,537. Of 
these 30 per cent of the males and 9 
per cent of the females can read and 
write. The population is made up of 
97,000,000 peasants, 14,000,000 heredi- 
tary noblemen, 1,220,000 personal no- 
blemen, 630,110 ecclesiastics, 342,227 
merchants and 281,179 foreigners.

Metcalfe, 
critic of Life, from the forty-seven 
theaters controlled by the association. 
In making this decision Magistrate 
Poole said he was of the opinion that 
the theater is a quasi public place and 
consequently that a person holding 
tickets could not be denied admission 
on the grovnd that he had written 
criticisms fjecting on one or more 
members of the association. 

The Franchise Tax Law Valid. 

The United States supreme court has 
decided unanimously that the special 
franchise tax law of New .York, for 
which Theodore Roosevelt worked 
when he was governor of the state, 
does not violate the federal constitu- 
tion. Several cases have come up from 


the state supreme court of appeals | 
brought by street railway and gas cor- | 
porations of New York city. The court | 


said it was presumed that all property 


within the city was subject to taxation | 


and that no contract could destroy this 
presumption by inference, as nothing 
passes by implication in public grants. 

Since this law has been In operation 
over $24,000,000 of unpaid taxes have 
accumulated, pending the decision of 
the highest court.

At a distance of 1,000 yards, Kemp- 
thorne Scott, an apprentice on the tor- 
pedo boat Preble, going ten knots an 
hour, has scored nineteen hits out of 
| twenty, shooting at a floating tar- 
get, thus making a new record for the 
American navy, 

Increase of Immigration. 

The department of commerce reports 
| that 521,320 immigrants have arrived 
| at the various ports of this country in 
; the six months ending April 30 last. 
| This is an increase of nearly one-third 
| over the arrivals for the same period 
| last year, The arrivals from Russia 
| continue to increase rapidly, and more 
| than 95,000 have come from that coun- 
| try during this six months.

Mr. Hacket, who Is a Roman 
Catholic and whose children attended 
the public school, began proceedings to 
prevent the reading of the King James 
version of the Bible and the singing of 
songs and prayer in the opening serv- 
ices of the school. The court contends 
otherwise that no children were re- 
quired to attend these exercises or to 
take part in same. 

A New Rockefeller Champion. 

In the current number of the Baptist 
| Examiner the Rey. Dr, Robert Stewart 
MacArthur of the New York City 
Calvary Baptist church makes a warm 
defense of John D. Rockefeller and 
criticises bitterly those Baptist clergy- 
men and others who called Rockefel- 
ler’s $100,000 gift tainted money. Dr, 
MacArthur says that he has investi- 
gated carefully the transactions of Mr. 
Rockefeller and the Standard Oil com- 
pany, which have been most criticised, 
and he has come to the conclusion that 
they are “in accordance with the high- 
est standard of commerical morality.’ 

Mr. Rockefeller is praised for having 
bullt up a great business through or- 
ganizing for the benefit of producers, 
consumers and laborers and through 
the discovery of improvements and 
economies. Finally Dr. MacArthur de- 

clares that Rockefeller’s wealth is 

much overestimated, that he is not 

worth a billion and that in the past 
| year he has given twice the increase 
| of his wealth to charities.

Keep your queens clipped. Lay aside 


your sentiments, your fears of the Svo- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, your ideas that it.hurts her, 


your fears of killing her,—and get your 
scissors. Seize her any way. She won't 
sting. Get her by one wing (if you 
can't do better) and holding her gent- 
ly against. the frame, snip off one 
wing. This won't stop the swarming, 
but it will keep the bees from abscond- 
ing, for the swarm won't go off with- 
out the queen while you are away. So 
you are often able to Induce them to 
call Off the strike and go back to 
work. 

Clip your queens then, grve the bees 
rooms, give them shade at the hot- 
test hours if necessary, shake them if 
they show signs-of swarming, and 


+ keep the colonies strong.

ALUMNI MEETING. 


There was a large gathering of the 
alumni of the institution at the an- 
nual meeting of the Alumni Association 
held in the Chapel Wednesday after- 


being taken up with an interesting Cis- 
cussion of the reasons for the de- 
crease in the number of young men 
éhoosing the ministry for a profession 
curing the past ten years. 

It was the sentiment of the gather- 
ing that the churches are in a meas- 
ure to blame for the present conditions 
and .a resolution presented by the Rev. 
Frederick H. Page of Lawrence, urg- 
ing the churches to be more active in 
trying to enlist young men for the min- 
istry was unanimously adopted. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the Rev. James L. Hill, D. D. of Sa- 
lem, and prayer wag offered by the 
Rev. Lyman Whiting, D. D., of East 
Charlemont, who is still vigorous al- 
though in his 89th year. 

Dr. Hill addressed a few warm’ words 
ef welcome to the alumni, indulging it 
reminiscences of the years he spent at 
zndover. Forcibly and briefly he out- 
lined the problems of the present ih 
regard to turning educated young men 
towards the ministry, expressing confi- 
cence that, while conditions are not 
now satisfactory, in this regard, there 
is good reason to feel hopeful. He paid 
& glowing tribute to the great work 
accomplished by the Andover Theo- 
logical seminary and predicted much 
for the future. ° ee 

Dr. Hill announced that because of a 
sudden attack of illness President Day 
was unable to attend the exercises and 
at his suggestion the association voted 
to request Prof. W. H. Ryder to con- 
vey the greeting of the association and 
the hope of speedy recovery to him at 
once. : : iyi 


The report of the last arinual meeting 
by Arthur W. Kelly of Auburndale, re- 
cording “secretary. was read and = ap- 
proved. 

The Rev. Markham W. Stackpole of 
Boston, corresponding secretary, Tte- 
ported that the committee or the alum- 
ni appointed to raise an alumni fund 
and to arouse the interest of the grad- 
uates in the institution had held sev- 
eral meetings during the year and that 
work among the alumni was being car- 
ried on in co-operation with President 
Day. He announced that President 
Day and. the Rev. Nehemiah Boynton, 
D. D., had made a trip through the 
Northwest during the winter and had 
made many addresses before college 
students in an effort to encourage them 
to enter the ministry. He explained 
how a portion of the alumni fund, 
which amounts to about $500, had been 
expended, and said that it was pro- 
posed to repeat the innovation made 
last year of sending to the alumni com- 
plete reports of the commencement ex- 
ercises and other matters regarding the 
institution, 

The report of the’ treasurer, the 
Rev. William S. Macnair of Mars- 
field, was then presented and accepted. 

Recording Secretary Kelly reported 
that the necrology for 1904-1905 includ. 
ed fifty-two names, besides that of one 
member of the board of trustees.

Regurding them Mr. Kelley said: 

“Besides a trustee, an alumnus of 
another seminary, our roll this year 
includes fifty-two names. Garman, the 
oldest of’the number was ninety=-three; 
ond Bartlett, the youngest, was thirty- 
four. ‘Phe average age of the fifty-two 
Was seventy-three years, five months, 
and four days. Two had passed their 
ninetieth birthday; fourteen were be- 
tween eighty and ninety, twenty-one 
between seventy and eighty, nine be- 
tween sixty and ssventy, three between 
fifty and sixty, two between forty and 
fifty, and one was not yet forty. 

“Forty were graduates of the Semi- 
lary; aAine. non-graduates; two, res- 
ident licentiates: and one took only the 
advanced year here. 

“Thirteen had their college training 
at Amherst. ten at Dartmouth, six at 
Yale, four at Marietta, three at. Middle- 
bury, three at Williams, two at Colby, 
one each at Beloit. Bowdoin, Harvard, 
Lake Forest, Michigan University, 
New York University, Union, the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, the Universi- 
ty of Vermont, and Western Reserve, 
while one was without college training, 

“Besides Congregationalists, the de- 
nominations represented include the 
Free Baptist, Episcopalian, 
and Presbyterian. ; 

“Bryant, Grout. Gulick, and Schauf- 
fler had served in the foreign mission 
field, some of them in more than one 
country; and, while all of them did 
their later work in this land, the mis- 
sionary spirit remained strong. Grout’s 
nen was enlisted in behalf of Africa, 
and Schauffler’s untiring labors for the 
Bohemians in the United States result- 
ed in benefit to two countries greater 
probably than if. he had stayed in thetr 
own land. The name of Cordley has 
been linked with the cause of Christ In 
Kansas from the stirring pioneer days 
of the State. Four churches in four 
States are monuments to Sargents 
zeal; thirty-six years of Gilbert's life 
were given to scattering Bibles 
throughout New England: and Sleep- 
er’s consecrated enthusiasm and ver- 
satility bore fruit in city and country 
alike. Among the pastorates notable 
for length and results are those of Co)- 
lie, Eaton, Homer, Hutchinson, and 
ftowland. Burnham and-Smith have 
rendered services to the church that 
will not be forgotten. Rollins College 
bears witness to Hooker’s earnest ef- 
forts; twenty years of his life Bartleit 
gave to the Episcopalian’ Divinity 
School; many a student is indebted tw 
Eaton’s’ conscientious and scholarly 
work: ill health interrupted Stanton's 
career as instructor in college and sec- 
ondary school; Weed for nearly forty 
years devoted himself to lightening the 
affliction of the deaf and the mute; and 
Rankin in addition to other honors 


won from Fred Douglass 
having done more to secure the rights 
of the black man than all the legisla- 
tion of Congress. Some of Stanley’s 
contributions to psychology have been 
declared by experts to be epoch-mak- 
ing: Randall won a name in the field 
of invention: Shaw Jabored earnestly 
to stimulate Christian patriotism 
among the young; and Draper, whose 


has rendered a unique service to thou- 
sands of ministers. If in our rolis due 
honor cannot be given to all, the Lords 
book of remembrance will ‘show the 
names of the faithful servants whoge 
work may not be conspicuous accord- 
ing to human standards.” 

Mr. Dunning of the Congregationalist 
added a few words of the late Warren 
I’, Draper, whose absence was partic- 
ularly noted because he was a constant 
attendant at the annual meetings of 
the association. ‘No man ever lived on 
Andover hill,” said Mr, Dunning, “who 
was more of a benediction than Mr, 
Draper,” 

Brief remarks concerning others who 
had passed away followed and then 
Prof. Ryder reported that he had con- 
veyed the message of the association 
to Dr. Day, who had expressed regret 
a his inability to attend the meet- 
ng. 


Dr. Hill announced as the topic of | 
the afternoon “The Attitude of Educa- 
ted Young Men Toward the Ministry ” 
In briefly opening the discussion he 
Said that it has to be acknowledged 
that the situation is acute, that some- 
thing is the matter. He suggested apa- 
thy and the materialism of the age as 
being among the reasons why so few 
young men enter the ministry now. 
“Andover Seminary cannot,” he said, 
“prepare men for the ministry if they 
de not come here, Something must 
be done to induce them to come, We 
went young men to enter the ministry 
and we want them to obtain the best 
equipment for their calling that is pos 
s‘ble. It is important that they should 
havea seminary training.” 

Dr. Gates of the Seminary faculty 
read a report made by President Day 
of his trip through the northwest, ij 
which a hopeful view of the situation 
was taken. The report showed that ad- 
dresses were made at twelve college’ 
before 4000 students, President Day said 
that college men responded well to ap- 
peals, but that they showed less ten- 
dency to enter the ministry than ai- 
lied lines of religious work. 

The Rev. Frank E. Ramsdell of New 
Bedford discussed the question of ir- 
ducing young men to enter the ministry 
with much frankness and force. He 
attributed much of the falling off in 
recruits for the ministry to the attract 
iveness of other forms of _ religious 
work offered by the Christian Endeavor 
sccieties, the Young Men's Christian 
associations and the student volunteer 
movement. He declared that 
able young men, inclined towards the 
ministry, are led to devote themselves

The average speed was 10.6 
miles an hour, the former record hav- 
ing been 9.66. The Atlantic also made 
the biggest run or record for a single 
day—namely, 341 miles. 

The Hamburg, sole representative. of 
Germany in the great sailing contest, 
crossed the finish line at 7:22 p. m. 
May 30, twenty-two hours behind the 
Atlantic, but still beating the Endym- 
fon’s record trip by 18 hours and 29 
minutes, 

The British full rigged ship Valhalla 
came in third May 381. 

Victories For Cornell. 


The ‘athletes of Cornell university 
have again come to the front by taking 
the intercollegiate track” and field 
championship at Philadelphia on May 
27 against all of the big eastern col- 
leges. E. B. Parsons of Yale made a 
new half mile running record of 1 min- 
ute 56 seconds. Dray of Yale made a 
new record for the pole vault of 11 
feet 10% inches. 

On the same day Cornell's varsity 
crew defeated the Harvard varsity 
eight on Charles river over a one and 
seven-elghths miles course by seven 
lengths.

Labor Scarce In Fall River. 

A scarcity of labor leading to com- 
petition among employing firms for 
skilled workers constitutes a novel 
state of affairs°In Fall River, Mass., 
where wages in some lines of work are 
rising, in response to the law of supply 
and demand, above the rates fixed by the 
Manufacturers’ association. The scarc- 
ity of labor is felt as well in the iron 
as in the cotton trades, The recent pro- 
longed strikes are supposed to be re- 
spousible for this state of affairs, 
though it is said that agents from all 
parts of the United States and Cariada 
have been trying to induce operatives 
to go to other localities to work. 

Eight Hour Day In Canal Zone. 

Following an opinion that the eight 
hour law applies to government work 
in the canal zone, the isthmian canal 
commission has decided to conduct all | 
work on the:Panama canal on an elght 
hour basis, beginning June 1. Electric, 
lights are being installed, and three:

Musicians’ Union Fines Leader. | 

Walter Damrosch, theswell known 
director of the New York Symphony 
orchestra, has paid under protest a 
fine of $1,000 imposed upon him by 
President Weber of the American 
Federation of Musicians for having 
imported five musicians without ‘“ad- 
vertising sufficiently” in this country 
the vacancies existing in his orchestra. 
The five musicians are Frenchmen of 
whom Mr. Damrosch heard while in 
Europe. They claim, however, that 
when they came to New York they ap- | 
plied for membership in the local 
union, but membership was denied 
them. The American Federation back- 
ed up the local union, and after the 
fine was paid the Frenchmen were al- 
lowed to enter the union. The matter 
has been appealed to the next conven- 
tion of: the federation. 

Foreign Engravers Released. 

Secretary Metcalf of the department 
of commerce and labor has decid- 
ed in favor of the American Bank 
Note company as against the charge 
made by the American Engravers’ | 
union that the contract labor law had 
been violated by the employment of 
three skilled workmen from Hungary. 
These men have been employed since 
October last and were arrested on 
charges preferred by the union with a 
view to deportation. Secretary Met- 
calf finds that the charge of law viola- 
tion was not proved, and the accused 
men were released. 


New Chicago Peace Move. 

Renewed efforts to end the teqgm- 
sters’ strike at Chicago were made 
June 2, when Mayor Dunne conferred 
with committees from the various team 
owners’ associations and the union for 
the purpose of permitting deliveries to 
be made to strike bound houses with- 
out regard to the issue involved in the 
return of the express drivers. The 
proposition was that the old drivers be 
taken back as far as possible, but that 
they should not be asked to do the 
work of other teamsters who are on 
strike. Most of the lumber dealers 
were able to resume business with 
nonunion drivers, and the Employers’ 
Teaming company was. said to have 
more than 2,500 teams on the streets. 
President .Shea of the teamsters 
charged attempts of employers to bribe 
labor officers. 


COMMERCIAL 


Chicago Car Lines Would Sell. 

Soon after James Dalrymple, man- 
ager of the Glasgow municipal street 
car system, reached Chicago, and while 
he was in conference with Mayor 
Dunne, May 31, it became known that 
the Chicago traction companies had 
made a proposition to sell two street 
car systems of the city to the munic- 
ipality- This proposition includes the 
immediate turning over of systems and 
their immediate improvement by the 
present owners at the city’s expense, 
the temporary passing over of the 
ninety-nine year rights, the appraise- 
ment of present values and the ac- 
ceptance of .the Mueller law certifi- 
cates in payment for the properties. 
Until payment is made the present 
owners are to stand as trustees. 

Steel Pools Dissolved. 

The Iron Age admits that the great 
pools in steel plates, beams and bars 
and in steel rails have been dissolved 
without affecting the prices of the com- 
modities involved. 


Frick Committee Makes Report. 

The report of the investigation com- 
mittee, headed by H. C. Frick of Pitts-

SCIENTIFIC 


A Study of Cat Fear. 

Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, the famous 
Philadelphia specialist on nervous dis- 
eases, discusses in American Medicine 
the fear inspired by cats in certain men 
and women and 
their power to 
detect the pres- 
ence of a cat 
when unseen 
and unheard. 
He finds that 
asthmatics are 
especially sen- 
sitive to cat 
fear, and he 
thinks it likely 
that the emana- 
tions from the 
eat affect the 
hervous system 
through the na- 
sal membrane, 
even when un- 
recognized as 
an odor, but he is unable to explain the 
ultimate cause of the terror of cats. 
Sex appears to have no marked influ- 
ence, but the extreme symptoms are 
more frequent in women. The possi- 
bility is suggested that the trait is in- 
herited from remote ancestors. 

Studied His Bare Nerves. 

Dr. Henry Head of the London hos- 
pital has received the Marshall Hall 
prize given every five years by the 
Royal Medical society for an important 
discovery in connection with the nerv- 
ous system. 

Dr. Head had the sensory nerves of 
one of his arms divided and studied the 
sensations. Then he’had the nerves 
united® by stifching and studied the 
process of-recovery.* The result was 
that he discovered two distinct sets 
of sensory nerves, one that conveys the 
sensations of pain, heat and cold and 
the other the sensations of touch. The 
discovery also makes possible the ac- 
curate localization of the sensations. 
The healing, power of the skin is found 
to depend entirely upon the set of 
nerves that convey impression of pain, 
heat and cold. 

The Parsons Auxetophone. 

The Scientific American describes an 
invention by C. A. Parsons, inventor 
of the steam turbine, and Horace Short 
for the purpose of re-enforcing the 
sound of a gramophone. Instead of 
the usual diaphragm of glass or mica 
in the producer a small yalve is em- 
ployed so as to control the admission of 
compressed air into the trumpet, the 
air being supplied by a small pump or 
bellows in the supporting pedestal. 
The valve consists of a fine comb of 
aluminium or magnalium.

Chief Jones of the 
Methuen police department was noti- 
fied at 9.20 o'clock and he in turn not'- 
fied Medical Examiner George W. Dow, 

Assistant Examiner Reed viewed the 
remains however. and found that the 
man had undoubtedly taken his own 
life, although it was said by some that 
it might possibly bave been a case of 
murder. 

Little is known of the man by thox 
with whom he lived. but he is said to 
have worked at one time In Waltham

LAWRENCE . 


PINGREE CO. DISCUSSES ORGAN- 
IZED LABOR. 


Mayor Lynch gave out the following 
self-explanatory letter Tuesday: 
Lawrence, Mass., June 1, 1905. 
Hon. C. F. Lynch, 

Mayor of the City of Lawrence. 
My dear Sir: 

I see by the Telegram under date 
of May $list. that the committee on 
public property laid the matter of 
accepting our bid for spruce plank 
over until Saturday, June 3rd, to 
investigate as to whether or not we 
employed union labor. 

I will say that we have never ob- 
jected to employing union labor and 
do not at this time. For informa-> 
tion to the committee I will say 
that there is no organized union la- 
bor employed by any lumber deal- 
ers in Lawrence. neither is there 
any organization of union labor 
that seeks employment in that par- 
ticular line of trade; rurthermore, 
we have never had any difficulty 
with organized unions. 

There was a demand made in 1903 
for an increase in wages, by the 
Teamsters’ union, put net for the 
employing of union labor. We made 
the claim at that time that we were 
paying as much, if not more, for 
the same class of labor, and if other 
concerns in the same line of busi- 
ness advanced the price, we would 
do the same. 

On that issue the 
union declared a strike, and, 
fortunately for our concern, 
was no other strike except with 
the D. W. Pingree company, as 
teamsters employed by the other 
lumber concerns refused to strike, 
and their pay was not advanced, 
neither has it been to date. The 
result was that the D. W. Pingree 
company was marked as being op- 
posed to union labor, which is not 
so, as we have no objection to any 
man employed by us to join or be- 
long to a union, neither did we at 
that time. 

The whole question hinged upon 
the advance of wages, which we did 
not feel that we could do. All busi- 
ness conditions considered we have 
suffered considerably by the im- 
pression going broadcast that we 
were opposed to union labor, which 
is false. 

We have not felt called upon to 
make any explanation of the situ- 
ation to this time, but we feel in 
justice to ourselves that something 
should be said by us on the sub-

FORMER LAWRENCE REPORTER 
ARRESTED. 


WALTHAM, June 6—Lawrence A. 
Comey, employed as a nurse by F. B. 
Sears, vice president of the national 
Shawmut bank of Boston, was sent to 
Cambridge jail. yesterday in default 
of $1500, on his confession that he 
burned the barn on the Sears estate at 
Weston and set fire to the bedclothing 
in the room which he occupied in the 
house, on May 31. A damage of $00 
was done to the barn. The fire in the 
house was quickly extinguished. 

Comey, who was émployed to tate 
eare of Mr. Sears’ brother, had been 
an occupant of the house for six weeks. 
He is 24 years old and comes from 
North Reading, where his mother re- 
sides, He has at times acted strange- 
ly and stated himself that he is ad- 
dicted to morphine habit. It is this cir- 
cumstance alone which Comey gives 
as the cause for his setting the fires. 

When the fire was discovered in the 
barn Comey was in his own room, ard 
while the firemen were fighting this 
blaze a’ second fire was discovered in 
the room he occupied. When some of 
the firemen went to put “it out,Comey 
was discovered at the foot of the stair? 
leading to his room in an apparentiy 
urconscious condition. 

State Fire Detective Silas Smith was 
assigned to the case and for a while 
had others of the househo:d under sus- 
picion. After he had talked the case 
cver with them, however, he changed 
his mind. With Constable McAuliffe of 
Weston he went to the Sears house 
early this morning and arrested Comey. 
At the Waltham police station Jater 
Comey admitted his guilt. He said he 
lit a cigar in the barn and tossed the 
match among the hay. 

Then he said, while this fire was 
burning he set fire to the bedclothing 
in his own room 

After the hearing in Waltham State 
Detective Smith took Comey to Boston

calling is an esgential feature of the 
life of Christianity. The spirt of the 
calling is that of the religion. Not all 
its votaries will show that spirit in an 
equal degree. There will be times of 
declension in which preaching will lose 
its normal vigor. But. the” ministry 
will not then entirely tose its power. 
And the self-recovering. power of 
Christianity will show itseif in the 
ministry in a marked degree. 


“When we see why there must b2 
ministers, we see what kind of work 
they do, so far as they deserve the 


name, 

“First, they labor unselfishly. They 
have to teach that a life of love to 
God and man is the only worthy life, 
One cannot teach this. effectiveiy un- 
less he is believed to do so from the 
highest motives. Hence the Christian 
minister has to profess to work in the 
spirit of love. Is he sincere in his 
profession? He does not like to pro- 
claim his unselfishness. He knows thit 
he falls short of his ideal. At) any 
rate he can remind nis hearers that 
there are no ministerial trusts and 
that clergymen never tried to keep for- 
eign ministers out of American pulpits 
to keep up the remuneration of home 
piety and talent, 

“secondly, the work of the ministry 
is done in freedom. The minister gets 
his commission not from man but from 
God. If he did not believe this he 
could not put all his life force into hs 
preaching. ‘Where the spirit of . the 
Lord is, there is liberty.’ A life work 
inspired by a feeling of direct convic- 
ton with God is wrought in freedom. 
The church hungers for ministers who 
teach freely for it knows that the r | 
teaching had life. The disposition of 
our Congregational churches in this 
regard appears in the recent discussion 
concerning the American board. There 
is no better test of liberty than the re- 
ception given to honest moral ecriti- 
cism. 

Lastly, the work of the minister is 
done in a hopeful spirit. He teaches 
religious truths whose value he Knows. 
The reliance upon them which his 
work requires deepens his sense of 
their value. He has in his own exper!- 
ence a prediction of the result of his 
He knows that truths of whose 
vital power he is every day more con- 
scious cannot be barren of results a3 
they go from him. We ministers are 
ail idealists for in Christ our Master 
and example and ideal and reality are
